Applicants argued that, "Green's description of applications does not teach or suggest "displaying representation in the user interface of a 
plurality of discrete executable directives ...with the decision-making process." (Page 14, lines 1-4 and Page 16, lines 2-4). 

Greene et al. of Pub. No.: US 20020165727 A1 teaches using user interface for accepting user input for poressing business supporting 
management decision making by allowing enterprise users to view resource data from a variety of stovepipes from an enterprise 
perspective; and perfroming routine business functions that support a business process and access, process and /or display data or 
present it as graphical representation: sections 0085, 0090-0092 and 0315; also see fig. 2, items 204s' and 206s'). 

Applicants argued that, "Katz's description of distributing data ... do not include any teaching concerning a distribution deirective 
operable to distribute information baded on analysis." (Page 15, lines 25-31 and Page 16, lines 5-7). 

Katz et al. of Pub. No.: US 2002/0174000 A1 teaches analyzing and distributing data (sections 0182 and 0217). All the processes of the 
sequence comprising querying, analyzing and distributing are executed by a plurality of software modules in a logical workflow process 
based on the results of integrating and analyzing data (abstract, figs. 2 & 4 and sections 0040-0044); analyzing both enterprise data and 
market data in supporting for make strategic decision (sections 0008, 0010-001 land 0038-0039). 
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
